REV. E. A. BUTLER 
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Philately in the Gay Nineties 


OLLOWING is an exceeding- 

ly human and interesting ac- 

count of Philately, Philatelic 

Societies and Philatelic Pub- 
lications of over forty years ago. 
Doubtless many old time collectors 
will find names in this story that are 
familiar. The article as printed is a 
clipping from a recent issue of the 
Laconia Citizen, Laconia, New Hamp- 
shire, published after the death _of 
Dr. Charles S. Gilman. Clipping 
from George P. Munsey, Jr. 





In his late ’teens Dr. Charles S. 
Gilman was an editor. 

He and his boyhood chum, Charles 
L. Simpson of Lakeport, were listed 
as editors and proprietors of the New 
Hampshire Philatelist, a monthly in 
the interest of stamp collecting, pub- 
lished in Lake Village which lasted 
through 18 monthly issues. } 

The late Dr. Gilman liked to write 
and was a newspaper correspondent 
during his school days. Much of the 
publicity written for the Laconia 
American Legion was his work. Mr. 
Simpson fulfilled his early promise 
as a business man and was success- 
ful in the grocery business from 
which he retired a few years ago. 
He has always been interested in 
politics and is a candidate for nomina- 
tion for mayor. 

Subscription rates were 15c a year 
to the United States, Canada or 
Mexico, 25e to other countries. Dr. 
Gilman was the editor and Mr. Simp- 
son the business manager. The prop- 
rietors advertised “12 numbers guar- 
anteed or money refunded.” 

The New Hampshire Philatelic 
society was organized Nov. 25, 1889, 
and the official organ. made its first 
appearance in February, 1891. 


W. L. Woodworth Host 


An account of a meeting, the 58rd 
regular one, written by Dr. Gilman as 


secretary, stated that the affair was 





held at the residence of Wellington 
L. Woodworth on Main street. The 
following members were present: 
Daniel O, Webster, Henry A. Rublee, 
Roscoe A. Sanders, Charles L. Simp- 
son, Wellington L. Woodworth, Syd- 
ney Conant, Frederick R. Davis, Louis 
B. Lamprey, and Charles S. Gilman. 

Of these Wellington Woodworth is 
cashier at the Lakeport National 
bank, Daniel O. Webster is a physi- 
cian in Portland, Oregon, Henry A. 
Rublee is foreman in a local hosiery 
mill, Roscoe A. Sanders is a member 
of the firm of J. F. Sanders and Son 
of Lakeport and Frederick R. Davis, 
is Professor Davis, magician. Sydney 
Conant who was a druggist in Keene 
and Louis B. Lamprey are dead. Har- 
ry Cole Quinby who appears as an 
officer of the society at a later meet- 
ing was the son of Ex-Governor Quin- 
by and is also dead. 

fficers were elected as follows: 
President, Charles L. Simpson; vice 
president, Daniel O. Webster; secre- 
tary, Charles S. Gilman; treasurer. 
Sydney Conant; ex. supt., Daniel 
O. Webster; librarian, Sydney Con- 
ant; executive committee, Charles S. 
Gilman, Henry Rublee, Wellington 
L. Woodworth, 

At the 56th regular meeting very 
neat gold plated pins with one of the 
letters N. H. P. S., on each leaf were 
distributed among the members. 


Dr. Gilman as “Alpha” 


Dr. Gilman under the name of 
“Alpha,” wrote a continued story en- 
titled “The Story of a Rare Local” 
which began “I am very fond of bicy- 
cling, and at the same time I have a 
remarkable fondness for _ philately 
and the two get combined occasion- 
ally in the strangest manner. I had 
an odd adventure last summer, which 
shows what peculiar things can befall 
a philatelical bicyclist.” 

The adventures included the search 
for stamps in a deserted house where 
he found a rare local. At the next 
village he asked what kind of a house 





it was and was told that it was the 
town pest house. But later the story 
of the pest house with its small pox 
patients proved to be a myth and the 
hero of the story won a reward by 
his discovery that the place was used 
by counterfeiters. 

The June issue of the Philatelist 
carried the announcement of new of- 
ficers of the society with D. O. Web- 
ster as president; Louis B. Lamprey, 
vice president; Charles S. Gilman, 
secretary; Charles L. Simpson, treas- 
urer; Charles S, Gilman, librarian; 
Daniel Webster, exchange supt.; Ros- 
coe’ A. Sanders, Sydney Conant, Har- 
ry Cole Quinby, executive commit- 
tee. The New Hampshire Philatelist 
was listed as the official organ of the 
society. “Initiation fee 5c. Dues, 25c 
per year, including sub. to the official 
organ.” 


Pen Knives at Six Cents 


Mr. Simposn must have been very 
busy in his capacity as business man- 
ager and among the items advertised 
for sale were pen knives at 6 cents 
each, “Each knife contains knife- 
blade, white bone tooth-pick and 
metal ear spoon. They are actually 
worth 25¢c each. Send at once.” 
Then there was “A picture of your 
future husband or wife sent for 3c.” 

The society decided to have passive 
as well as active members as was 
duly recorded in the official organ. 
Then dues were changed 10c a month 
for active members and 25c a year 
for passive members. 

Applications for passive member- 
ship were received from Walter 
Thorn of New York City, Frank F. 
Brunnell, Altoona, Pa., and J. P. Stet- 
ler, also of Altoona. At the 83rd 
regular meeting the two passive mem- 
bers from Altoona assumed the re- 
sponsibilities of active membership 
which was the cause of some favor- 
able comment. 

A list of bargains in stamps, auto- 
graphs, coins and Indian relics some 
of which would no doubt. be very 
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valuable today was contained in an 
advertisement of J. M. Hubbard of 
Lake Village. 


Mr. Hubbard ran a; 


shoe store in Rochester until recently | 


and is a state senator. 
October, 1891, saw the society the 


most prosperous that it had been) 


since its organization, New officers 
were elected with Louis Lamprey as 
president. 


January, 1892, the editor announced 
that “Our next issue, Volume II, No. 
1, will appear in Lakeport, N. H. Not 
that we have moved from our old 
quarters but “Lake Village” has been 
changed to that (livelier and higher 
sounding ?) nomenclature, ‘Lake- 


port’.” 


Run of Hard Luck 


The Philatelist had a run of hard 
luck “a very serious hindrance being 
the illness of our business man- 
ager, and a paper without its man- 
ager is as good as no paper at all.” 
Jan. 1, 92, the paper received a tele- 
gram, that its printing establishment 
was in ruins. 


The 13th issues gave the bad news 
“The New Hampshire Philatelic so- 
ciety has voted to suspend business 
indefinitely, or has just about the 
same as ‘busted’. 


“All of the out of town members 
were paid back what they had paid 
in, and the remaining cash was di- 
vided between the local members. 
This society was organized in Novem- 
ber, 1889, and seemed to be in a very 
flourishing condition until two factors 
arose over some trivial question, and 
the members were so equally divided 
and opposition was made by each di- 
vision to any good move presented 
by the other faction so that beneficial 
business could not be transacted at 
any of its meetings. 


“The society did what it could only 
do under the circumstances.”

STAMP “KING” DIES 
PENNILESS 


Mr. William Joseph Palmer, the 
stamp “king” of the nineties and the 
first man to make a fortune of a mil- 
lion dollars out of the sale of rare 
stamps, has died penniless in the 
workhouse infirmary at Chailey, Sus- 
sex, England, at the age of 78. 

He was buried in a simple grave 
in Lewes Cemetery, his son and a 
woman relative were the only mourn- 
ers. 

Royal Visits 

Only three humble wreaths mark 
the last resting place of the man who 
was once the friend of princes and 
millionaires, gave thousands of 
pounds to charity, and built up a 
business which was known to phila- 
telists in all parts of the world. 

As Mr. Palmer lay dying he told 
the nurses that once he owned a four- 
story shop in the Strand and had a 
priceless collection of stamps. He 
said that the Queen and the Prince 
of Wales came to his shop. 

The nurses thought he was deliri- 
ous, and not until his son, Mr. John 
Palmer, who works as a fitter in an 
engineering works at Lewes, came, 
did they know that he had been tell- 
ing them the truth. 


Mr. Palmer, who lives in St. Anne’s 
crescent, Lewes, said his father be- 
gan collecting stamps at the age of 
seven, when he found a blue Cape of 
Good Hope triangular in the street 
and sold it for 6d. He then collected 
as many stamps as he could and ex- 
hibited them in the windows of local 
tradesmen, sharing h’s profits. 

“His premises in the Strand were 
known to stamp collectors every- 
where,” said Mr. Palmer. “His stock 
was worth $125,000, and when the 
business was at its height his for- 
tune must have been over $1,000,000. 
He had a town and country house. 

“The business began to fail. My 
father was very generous and gave 
away large sums of money. Other 
stamp shops prospered; his declined. 
He became poor and we came to 
Lewes. That was about 25 years 
ago. 

_“All the stamps he had when he 
died were some 3d. assorted packets.”

Be friendly to all the 
world, but have an adequate army 
and navy, in charge of fully trained 
officers of long service, so that no 
jealous nation will dare to attack us. 

You are against the reduction of 
armament, General? 

By no means. No officer who was 
ever in a war wishes to go through 
the horrors of another one. Let your 
officials do everything possible to 
bring about disarmament and univer- 
sal peace, but keep our army and 
navy up to the level of every other 
one, while this is being brought about. 

Forgive me, lad. I am making this 
interview rather serious for publica- 
tion in a stamp paper. I have noticed 
that you occasionally ask questions 
of your younger readers. Let me pro- 
pose another for them, may I? 

With great pleasure, sir. What is 
it? 

Let me quote Roosevelt again. 
“Vital though daring is, indispensable 
though personal prowess and readi- 
ness to take chances are to the make- 
up of a fighting navy, other qualities 
are needed to fit a man for a place 
among the great sea-captains of all 
time. It was the good fortune of the 
navy in the Civil War to produce one 
admiral of renown, one peer of all the 
mighty men who have waged war on 
the ocean. ........ was not only the 
greatest admiral since Nelson, but, 
with the sole exception of Nelson, he 
was as great an admiral as ever sailed 
the broad or narrow seas.” 

Ask your Juniors to name that 
man, and name the stamp that is 
honored by bearing his picture. It 
may or may not assist them to state 
the fact that he was a Southerner. 
Good morning, sir. 





Col. Roosevelt also said of this man, ‘ His 
whole career should be taught every American 
schoolboy, for when that schoolboy becomes a 
voter, he should have learnd the lesson that 
the United States, while it ought never to 
become an overgrown military power, should 
always have a first class navy.” 

Write Capt. Townsend, 16 S. Peoria St., Chi- 
cago, Ill., and tell him who the man is to 
whom Genl. Sherman referred, when his pic- 
ture is shown on a stamp, and what great 
thing he did to merit such praise from Pres. 
Roosevelt. And can you also name the man 
who in later years did a similar thing, and 
can you tell why, although it was a great and 
shining deed, it did not merit quite the same 
high praise?

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FOREIGN POSTAGE RATES 
ADVANCED 





Announcement was made at the 
Post Office Department, February 17, 
that, on and after April 1, 1932, there 
will be no two-cent letter rate and no 
one-cent postal card rate from the 
United States to any foreign country. 

Effective April 1, 1932, postage 
rates on letters to the countries of 
South and Central America, including 
Spanish possessions in Northern Af- 
rica will be increased from two to 
three cents for each ounce or fraction; 
on single postal cards from one to 
two cents and double postal cards from 
two to four cents each. 

On September 1, 1931, postage rates 
on letters for Canada and Newfound- 
land were increased from two to three 
cents for each ounce or fraction; on 
single postal cards from one to two 
cents and on double postal cards from 
two to four cents each. 

On November 1, 1931, rates of post- 
age on letters and postal cards to 
Great Britain and its possessions were 
likewise increased. 

With the increase in postage rates 
to Central and South American coun- 
tries it is expected that $2,000.000 
annually will be added to the postage 
revenues from mail going to thes? 
countries, while it is estimated that 
$3,500,000 will be the total increase in 
revenue resulting from the raise in 
rates to all foreign countries.

POSTOFFICE AIDS IN RUNNING

WASHINGTON.—The debtor who 
has vanished to parts unknown, leav- 
ing upaid bills, may now be traced 
through the postoffice department for 
a fee of 23 cents by a recent act of 
congress. The creditor sends a regis- 
tered letter to the last known address 
of the debtor, marking the letter “re- 
turn receipt requested showing ad- 
dress where delivered.” 

If the postal department is able to 
deliver the letter, and usually it is, a 
receipt will be returned to the sender 
showing the new address. Heretofore 
it has been impossible to obtain such 
“ngs addresses from the post- 
office.

AN ASSOCIATION The publishers 
OF STAMP CLUBS of Linn’s Week- 

ly Stamp News

of the plans that go to make up the 
proposed association of Stamp Clubs, 
however, a start must be made some 
time and that start will be made at 
once. Ata later date, other features 
of the plan will be made known and 
every Local Stamp Club in the Uni- 
ted States will be invited to cooper- 
ate in this Association, the idea be- 
hind which is for the mutual bene- 
fit of every local club and thus to 
benefit the individual stamp collector. 

The first thing that must be done 
is to obtain the name of every club, 
the address of its secretary or a “Con- 
tact man” and information as to when 
and where the club meets.

Later, it is proposed to institute a 
systematic search for information in 
the way of program material that is 
being used by various clubs, to ex- 
plain the various features on differ- 
ent club programs and to help local 
clubs plan programs that will inter- 
est their members.

LONDON INTERNATIONAL 
STAMP DEALERS’ BOURSE 
OF 1932 





Holborn Restaurant, May 23, 24 and 25 





The International situation having 
emphasized the predominance of Lon- 
don as the world-centre of the stamp 
trade, the Committee of the London 
International Stamp Dealers’ Bourse 
have decided that it is more impor- 
tant than ever that the London Bourse 
of 1932 should be held on the largest 
possible scale. 

They have therefore engaged the 
King’s Hall suite of the Holborn 
Restaurant, where previous Bourses 
have been held, for the three days, 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday, 
May 28rd, 24th and 25th. This is the 
week after Whitsuntide, and one week 
later than last year. 

An innovation will be made this 
year in grading the table charges, 
which will range from the modest 
sum of 40/- for the most prominent 
positions, down to 15/- for some of 
the side tables. A plan will shortly be 
circulated, so that everybody may 
select their own table. 


The Committee will meet on March 
9, for the purpose of dealing with the 
first batch of applications, after which 
the names of dealers to whom tables 
have been allotted will be circulated 
to the Press.

HISTORY OF THE RAILWAY 
MAIL SERVICE 


By Wonderland Bill Elliott 








At the time when railroads began 
to carry the mails, we find cumbrous 
engines, rude tracks, wooden rails, 
strapped with iron, trains running at 
about the speed of stage coaches and 
in some cases the stages made better 
time. There were no connecting line 


than 25 per cent, over and above 
what similar transportation would 
cost in post-coaches.” 

In 1883, instead of mail being car- 
ried on baggage cars, hundreds of 
fully equipped railway post offices 
had been substituted. The first rail- 
way postoffice was introduced in July, 
1862, on the Hannibal and St. Joseph 
Railroad from Quincy, IH. to St. Jos- 
eph, Mo. 

One of the most important steps in 
fast mail transportation was inaugu- 
rated in 1875, when a mail train con- 
sisting of four postal cars and one 
drawing-room coach was put on be- 
tween New York and Chicago. 

In 1845, there were 43 employees 
'in the railway service and in 1929 








there were 21,229. The 43 men re- 
ceived $37,513, while the 21,229 men 
employed in 1929 received $56,750,- 
000. From the 200 miles in 1836, the 
service had enlarged to such an ex- 
tent that in 1929 it was covering 206,- 
692 miles, had 4,849 mail cars in op- 
eration and had handled in 1919, a 
total of 17,863,751,272 pieces of mail. 


THE FIRST POSTAL CARD 





According to a communication to 
the Daily Telegraph (London), the 
idea of a postcard was first suggested 
by Heinrich von Stepan, the founder

The first mail carried by rail was | 
between Washington and Baltimore on 
August 25, 1835. The contractors 
who were carrying mail by stage be- 
tween these two points asked permis- 
sion to carry the mail on railroad 
cars. The Postmaster General ob- 
jected at first for he feared that the 
Eastern and Southern mail at Wash- 
ington might miss connections but his 
objection was overcome when the con- 
tractor agreed to convey the mail 
which failed to make connections by 
stage. By the next year the mail was 
being carried on 200 miles of railway. 
In 1838, Congress enacted legislation 
declaring every railroad to be a post- 
road, and the Postmaster General was 
authorized to have the mails con-| 
veyed by rail, “provided he can have 
it done upon reasonable terms and not 
paying therefor in any instance more |

In 1869 Dr. Herrmann, an Austrian, 
who was unaware of Dr. Stepan’s 
proposal, wrote an article in a Vienna 
newspaper advocating the introduc- 
tion of cards about the size of an en- 
velope at a reduced rate, bearing a 
maximum of twenty words, including 
the address and signature. His sug- 
gestion was approved by the Austrian 
post office, and it led to the adoption 
of the postcard throughout the Uni- 
versal Postal Union in 1869.
